CHANGE MILLS TO MAKE WAR 


FLOUR 


(By United Press) 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 6.—Mill- 


ers are spending many thousands of 
dollars changing their machinery to 
make war flour. The financial burden 
of the work, which is taking weeks, is 
being borne by the millers, 
whose 


profits for milling are cut below nor- 
mal by government regulation. 


To make a bushel of wheat produce 


more flour—war flour of a 
darker 


shade—the heavy silk screens over 
which the ground wheat passes must 
be changed. Barley is ground with 
ihe same machinery formerly used to 
grind wheat, with the exception that 
this machinery, too must be equipped 
\vith different silk screens. To grind 
rye into flour, a slightly different blcel 
roller, as well as different silk scieens 
are needed.

CHANGE MILLS TO MAKE WAR 


FLOUR 


(By United Press) 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 6.—Mill- 


ers are spending many thousands of 
dollars changing their machinery to 
make war flour. The financial burden 
of the work, which is taking weeks, is 
being borne by the millers, 
whose 


profits for milling are cut below nor- 
mal by government regulation. 


To make a bushel of wheat produce 


more flour—war flour of a 
darker 


shade—the heavy silk screens over 
which the ground wheat passes must 
be changed. Barley is ground with 
ihe same machinery formerly used to 
grind wheat, with the exception that 
this machinery, too must be equipped 
\vith different silk screens. To grind 
rye into flour, a slightly different blcel 
roller, as well as different silk scieens 
are needed.
